‘The recent free expression of public 
opinion in the United Kingdom has.dem- 
onstrated that an indemnity equaling 
the’ costs to which the Aliies were put in 
prosecuting the war is not expected: It 
has also become evident that the British 
public prefers having the amount of 
reparation assessed against Germany a 
forth in the treaty. 

In the inter-allied exchanges this week 
concerning Lloyd George's eleventh-hour 
effort to have-the treaty m fed there 
was a strong tendency manifested to- 
ward fixing a definite amount of repara- 
‘tion damages, The German plenipoten- 
tiaries: at Versailles had- formally ad- 
mitted their willingness to pay. $25,000,- 
000,000 without interest. This amount 
was. unacceptable to the French and 
British peacemakers, whose suggestions 
looked. to. at least $40,000,000;000. 

President Wilson, while’ willing to 
agree. to $25,000,000,000. with interest, felt

GERMANS PLAN COURT 
TO TRY WAR-GUILTY 


Bill to Create State Tribunal for 
Men Accused Ready for the 
National Assembly. 


BERLIN, 8, (Associated Press. ) 
—The tt tutional “Gonvention - has 
completed its consideration. of -a bill to 
create a State Court which would try 
thos6 accused of ‘starting, prolonging, 
and losing the war. It will be présented 
in-the National Assembly soon. 

“The measure provides for a committee 
of fifteen members of the National As- 
sembly to investigate the country’s 
political, and military leadership. before 
and during the war, and requires the 
Governinent to produce any decuments 
needed at the trial... The Court would be 

composed of fifteen members, including 
the Presidents:of the Imperial, Military, 
Prussian, « a and Hanseatic Su- 
preme raeigrie e members of the Na- 
tional Assembly and five Senators. The 
accused persons would have counsel and 
the "privilege of testifying. The court 
deliberations: would be secret and there 
would be no appeal from its verdict. 
“The people demand .an explanation 
ad to who is guilty for the war. why it 
was not.ended-earlier, and whether the 
baleful result could not have been part- 
ly or wholly avoided,” says a statement 
which will accompany the bill. “ This 
is the task of a State Court.

CHICAGO, ‘June 9.—Nine o'clock

Late tonight Konenkamp issued a for- 
mal* statement In which he said: 

“ When’ the’ telegraphers’ committee 
was in Washington last Fall we were 
told that we could not get justice be- 
cause our case was not sufficiently 
acute. This is the basis for President 
Carlton’s accusation that some Govern- 
ment official told us to create an_acute 
situation In order to bring about’ Gay- 
ernment intervention. 

““ Cariton’s attitude this ‘year is un- 
changed from 1918, when he showed him- 
self to be the most dangerous type of a 
labor baiter in the country. 

‘We are not looking for Government 
intervention. L gave up all hope of any- 
thing like a peaceful settlement. before 
leaving Washington, and with this hope 
there also disappeared all faith in the 
efficacy of labor tribunals being able to 
sett}e disputes for any except the most 
powerful unions.

FOR OCEAN FLIGHT 5

Alcock Makes 40-Minute Trial 
Flight and Expresses Himself 
Pleased with Test. 


PLANS START . TOMORROW. 


Harbor Grace Report Says Handley- 
Page”Also’ Made a Successful 
Trial Flight. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. JOHN'S, 'N. F., June 9.—A suctess- 
ful trial flight this afternoon brings. the 
Vickers Vimy. bomber to the very verge 
of its’ departure on. the transatlantic 
flight. There is a possibility that Cap- 
tain John Alcock, the pilot, and Lieu- 
tenant Arthur W. Brown, the navigator, 
may set off on their voyage tomorrow. 
Wednesday, however, seems the more 
probable prediction, since there remain 
many odd jobs of tinkering, tuning, and 
finishing before the biplane is fully 
ready. 

The failure of the Handley-Page td 
get off the ground today, coupled with 


its need for more prolonged final ad- 
justments on Bccount of its greater size 
and complications, now makes it seem 
almost certain that the Vimy will be 
next away. 

Raynham still awaits both a new 
engine and a new navigator for his 
Martinsyde, so that fit appears that he, 
too, is to be beaten at least for the 
start-of the race he has tried so gal- 
lantly to re-enter “after his crash. 

Transatlantic. weather today continues 
ideal, and the informed prediction here 
is that it will last throughout the week 
Thus the Vimy men seem destined to 
escape. the harrowing delays. which, be- 
fell Hawker in his. Sopwith and Rayn- 
ham with his Martinsyde. 

Today's trial: of the big twin-engined 
biplane was a beautiful sight, made all 
the more so by the ideai S Spring day. ‘The 
Vimy is a machine of beautiful lines’and 
thrilling power, and from the second 
Alcock eased her gently off the ground 
at Quidi Vidi with only a light gasoline 
load until he landed her at his rope walk 
aerodrome forty-six minutes later, she 
performed quite satisfactorily. 

Inevitably the pilot came down with a 
long list of little things to be attended 
to. Tonight the converted bomber, now 
on the eve of becoming a transatlantic 
air liner, rests in the open at the new 
aerodrome.

POLAND. 

In the eighteenth century Poland 
was in the way; in the way of the 
military Kingdom of Prussia, of the 
expanding Russian Empire. By 1791 
Poland was still further in the way: at 
last her people had abated their in- 
ternal dissensions, so that their coun- 
try could no longer be used as a tool 
y ‘aspiring foreign monarchs; they 
had adopted a Mberal Constitution, and 
@utocrats already alarmed by the 
French Revolution found the rise of 
liberalism in Eastern Europe unen- 
a@urable. So Poland was partitioned. 
“Today Poland is again in the way. 
She ig in the way of Russian Bolshe- 
vism; so long as there is a strong, in- 
dependent, democratic Poland Bolshé- 
vism will have a hard time in spread- 
ing into Central Europe. She is in the 
way of a Germany where the old mili- 
tarists are still strong; a Germany 
which hopes to compensate herself for 
the defeat in Western Purope by pen- 
etrating and dominating Russia. So 
long.as there is a strong, independent, 
and democratic Poland, Germany can 
do little in Russig. Poland is the out- 
work in Hastern Burope of the cause 
in which the western democracies de- 
feated the Kaiser and are beating back 
Bolshevism. The fall of Poland or the 
weakening of Poland will profit nobody 
but the Germans and the Russian 
Bolsheviki. 

The Polish Government is doubtless 
imperfect; the Lithuanians and 
Ukrainians are at odds with it, though 
there are two sides to each of these 
disputes; the stories of pogroms have 
been widely spread and are sincerely 
believed by millions of people who have 
no sympathy with Germany or the 
Bolsheviki. The world wants the facts 
about the pogroms, and Mr. Papsz- 
BEwext is willing to have an impartial 
coramission investigate. Meanwhile 
Mr. Gmson, the American Minister to 
Poland, reports that the stories of the 
pogroms seem to have been, at the 
least, greatly exaggerated. Dispatches 
from Paris tell us that there is to be 
a plebiscite for Upper Silesia.

William H. Harding, advertising man- 
ager of THE New YorK Trues_Boox . Re- 
.view, died early yesterday niorning’ at 


Brightwaters, L. 1., after a_lo ill- 
ness at the age of. 65. Mr. Harding’s 
long career as’a newspaper man, filling 
almost every position in the publishing 
busirress at some time during his life,

ing coal into electric power, coke and 
by-products, their workshops, means of 
communication, electric lines, plants for 
catching and distributing water, land, 
buildings, such as ‘offices, managers’, 
employes’,, and workmen’s dwellings, 
schools, hospitals, and dispensaries, 
their stocks and supplies of ‘every de- 
scription, their archives and plans, and 
in general everything which those who 
own or exploit the mines possess or en- 
joy for the purpose of exploiting the 
mines and their accessories and sub- 
sidiaries. 

The transfer will apply also to the 
debts owing for products delivered be- 
fore the entry into possession by the 
French State, and after the signatures 
of the present treaty, and to deposits 
of money made by customers, whose 
rights will be guaranteed by the French 
State. 

4. The French State will acquire the 
property free and clear of all debts and 
charges. Nevertheless the rights ac- 
quired, or in course of being acquired, 
by the employes of the mines and their 
accessories and subsidiaries at the date 
of the coming into force of the present 
treaty, in connection with pensions for 
old age or disability, will not. be -af- 
fected. In return, Germany must pay 
over to the French State a sum repre- 
senting the actuarial amounts to which 
‘the said employes are entitled. 


5. The value of the property thus 
ceded to the French State will be de- 
termined by the Reparation Commission 
referred to in Article 233 of Part VIII. 
(Reparations) of the present treaty. 

This value shall be credited to Ger- 
many in part payment of the amount 
due for reparation.

ARTICLE 94.—In the area betwéen 
the Southern. frontier of East Prussia, 
as described in Article 28 of Part II., 
(frontiers. of Germany,) of the present 
treaty, and the line described - below, 
the inhabitants will be called upon: to 
indicate by a vote the State to. which 
they wish to belong: 

The western and northern boundary 
of Regierunksbezirk Allenstein to its 
junction with the boundary between the 
Kreise of Oletsko and Angerburg, 
thence, the northern boundary of the 
Kreise of Oletsko to its junction with 
the old frontier of East Prussia. 

ARTICLE 95.—The German troops and 
authorities will be withdrawn from. the 
area defined above within a. period not 
exceeding fifteen days after the coming 
into force of the present treaty. Until 
the evacuation is.completed,. they will 
abstain from all requisitions in money 
or in kind and from all measures inju- 
rious to the economic interests of the 
country. 

On the. expiration of the above men- 
tioned period the said area -will be placed 
under the authority of an. International 
Commission of five members appointed 
by the principal allied: and associated 
powers. This commission will have gen- 
eral powers of administration “and, in 
particular, will be charged with. the duty 
of arranging for the vote, and of taking 
such measures as it may deem necessary 
to. insure . its freedom, fairness and 
secrecy. The commission will have all 
necessary authority to decide any ques- 
tions to which the execution of these 
provision’ may give rise. The commis- 
sion will make such arrangements ae | 
may be necessary for assistance in the 
exercise of its functions by officials 
chosen by itself from the local popt- 
lation; its decisions will be taken by a 
majority. :

ARTICLE 96.—In the area comprising 
the Kreise of Stuhm and Rosenberg, 
@nd the portion of the Kreis of Marien- 
burg which is situated. east of. the 
Nogat, and that of:Marlenwerder east 
of the Vistula, the inhabitants will be 
called upon to indicate by a vote, to 
be taken in each commuiie (Gemeinde) 
whether they desire the various com- 
munes situated in this territory to’ be- 
long.to Poland or to East Prussia. 
ARTICLE 97.—The German troops and 


‘authorities will be withdrawn from the 


area defined in Article 96 within a period 
not exceeding fifteen days after the com- 
ing into forge of the present treaty. 
Until the evacuation is completed, they 
will abstain from __ all requisitions in 
money or in kind and from all measures 
injurious to the economic interests of the 
country., On the expiration of the above 
mentioned period, the said area will be 
placed under the authority of an Inter- 
national -Commission of five members 
appointed by the principal allied and a3s- 
sociated powers. This commission, sup- 
ported, if occasion arises, by the neces- 
sary forces, will have general powers 
of administration, and, in particular, 
will be charged with the duty of arrang- 
ing for the vote and of taking such 
measures as it may deem necessary to 
insure its freedom, fairness gand secrecy. 
The commission will conform as far as 
possible to the provisions of the present 
treaty rélating to the plebiscite in the 
Alienstein area. Its decision ‘will be 
taken by a majority. Expenditure by 
the commission, -whether in the dis- 
chargé of its own functions or in the ad- 
ministration of the territory, will be 
borne by the local revenues. 


, On -the conclusion of the voting, the 


number of votes cast in each commune 
will be communicated:by the commission 
to the principal allied and associated 
powers, with a full report as to the tak- 
ing of the vote and a recommendation 
as to the line which ought to be adopted 
as the boundary of East Prussia in this 
region. In this recommendation, regard 
will. be paid to tthe wishes of the in- 
habitants as shown by the vote and to 
the geographical and economic condi- 
tions .of the locality, .The principal 
allied. and associated powers will then 
fix the frontier between Hast Prussia 
and Poland in this region, leaving in 
any case to Poland for the whole of the 
section bordering on the Vistula full 
and complete control of the river, in- 
cluding the east’ bank as far east 
of®*the river as Imay-be netessary for 
its regulation and improvement. Ger- 
Many agrees that In any portion of the 
said territory which remains German, 
no fortifications shall at any time be 
erected. 

The principal allied and associated 
powers will at the same time draw up 
regulations for assuring’ to the popula- 
tion of Bast Prussia to the fullest ex- 
tent, and under equitable conditions, 
access to the Vistula, and the use of it 
for themgelves, their commerce and’ their 
boats. 


The determination of the frontier and 
the foregoing regulations shall be bind- 
ing upon all the parties concerned. 
When the administration of the terri- 
tory has been taken oyer by the East 
Prussian gnd Polish authorities, re- 
spectively, the powers of the commission 
will terminate. 

ARTICLE 98.—Germany and. Poland 
undertake, within one year of thé.con- 
clusion of this treaty, to enter into @ 
convention of which the terms, in case 
ef difference, shall be settled By the 
Council of the League of Nations, with 
the object of securing on the one hand 
to Germany full and adequate railroad 
facilities for communication between the 
rést of Germany. and Bast Prussia over 
the intervening Polish territory, and on 
the other hand to Poland full_and ade- 
quate railroad facilities for communica- 
tion between Poland and the free city of 
Danzig over any German territory that 
may, on the right bank of the Vistula, 
intervene between Poland and the free 
city of Danzig.

ARTICLE 104.—A _ cenvention, the 
terms’ of which shall be fixed by the 
principal Allied-and Associated Powers, 
shall be concluded between the Polish 
Government ang the free city of Danzig 
with the following objects:

4. To insure to Poland ‘the . right to | 
develop and improve the waterways, 
docks, basins, wharves, railways and 
other works and means of communica- 
tion mentioned in this article, as well as 
to lease or purchase through ° appro- 
priate processes su land. and. other 
property as may be Necessary for these 
purposes, 

5. To provide against any discrim- 
ination within the free City of Danzig 
to. the detriment of citizens of Poland 
and other persons of Polish origin or 
“speech. : 

6.'To. proyidé that the Polish Gov- 
ernment shall undertake the conduct of 
the foreign relations of the. free City. of 
Danzig as well as the diplomatic pro- 
tection of citizens of that city when 
abroad. 


ARTICLE 105,—On >the coming int», 
force of the present treaty German~na- 
tionals ordinarily resident. in the terri- 
tory of the Free City of Danzig will 
ipso facto become citizens-of that city 
and will lose their German nationality. 


ARTICLE 106.—Within a period of two 
years from the coming into force of the 
present treaty, German nationals over 18 
years of age ordinarily resident in the 
territory described in Article 100 will 
have the fright to option for German na- 
tionality: 

Option by a husband will cover ‘his 
wife and option by parents will cover 
their children:less than 18 years of age. 

All persons who exercise the right of 
option referred to above must during 
the ensuing twelve months transfer tkeir 
place of residence to Germany. 

These persons will pe‘entitled to pre- 
serve-the immovable property possessed 
by them in ‘the territory of the Frée 
City of Danzig. -They may carry with 
them: their movable property of every 
description. No export or import dutiés 
shall be imposed upon them in this con- 
nection. 

ARTICLE 107.—All property situated 
within the territory of the Free -City 
of Danzig belonging to the German Em- 
pire or any German State shall pass to 
the principal Allied and Associated Pow- 
ers for transfer to the Free City ‘of 
Danzig or to the Polish State as they 
may consider equitable. 

ARTICLE 108.—The proportion and na- 
ture of the financial liabilities of Ger- 
many and of Prussia to be borne by the 
Free City of Danzig shall be fixed in 
accordance with Article 254:of Part IX. 
(Financial Clauses) .of the present 
-treaty. 

All. other questions Which may arise 
from the cession of the territory referred 
to in Article 100 shall be- settled by 
further agreements.

Without claiming that these methods 
and principles are either complete or 
final, the high contracting rties are 
of opinion that they are well fitted to 
guide the policy of the League of Na- 
tions; and that if adopted by the indus- 
trial communities who are members 
of the League, and safeguarded in prac- 
tice by an adequate system of such in- 
spection, they wil confer lasting bene- 
fits upon the wage earners of the world. 


PART XIV. 


Guarantees. 
SECTION I. 
Western Europe. 

ARTICLE 428.—As a guarantee for 
the execution of the present treaty by 
Germany, the German territory situ- 
ated to the west of the Rhine, together 
with the bridgeheads, will be occupted 
by allied and associated troops for a 
period of fifteen years from the coming 
into force of the present treaty. 

ARTICLE 429.—If the conditions of the 
present treaty are faithfully carried out 
by Germany, the occupation referred to 
in Article: 428. will be successively re- 
stricted as follows: 

1, At the expiration of five years there 
will be evacuated: The bridgehead of 
Cologne and the tefritories north of a 
line running along the Ruhr, then along 
the railway Julich,-Duren, Euskirchen, 
Rheinbach; thence along the road Rhein- 
bach to Sinzig, and reaching the Rhine 
at the confluence with the Ahr; the 
roads, railways and places mentioned 
above being excluded from the area 
evacuated. 

2. At .the expiration of ten years 
there will be evacuated: The bridgehead 
of Coblenz and the territories north of 
a line to be drawn from the intersection 
between the frontiers of Belgium, Ger- 
many and Holland, running about four 
kilometres south of Aix-in-Chapelle then 
to and following the crest of forest

ARTICLE 417.—The decision of the 
permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice in regard to a complaint or matter 
which has been referred to it in pursu- 
ance of Article 415 or Article 416 shall 
ve final. 

ARTICLE 418.—The permanent Court 
of International Justice may affirm, 
vary, or reverse any of the findings or 
woe eg geo of the Commission of 

nquiry, if any, and shall in its decision 
ind cate the measures, if any, of an 
economic character which it considers 
to be appropriate and which other gov- 
ernments would be justified in adopting 
against a defaulting government. 

ARTICLE 419.—In the event of any 
member failing to cfrry out within the 
time specified the recommendations, if 
any; contained in the report of the Com- 
mission of Inquiry, or in the decision 
of the pérmanent court of international 
justice, as the cas¢ may, any other 
member may take against that member 
the measures of an economic character 
indicated in the report of the commis- 
sion or in the decision of the court as 
appropriate to the case. 

ARTICLE 420.—The defaulting Govern- 
ment may at any time inform the gov- 
erning body that it has taken the steps 
necessary to comply with the recommersi- 
dations of the commission of inquiry or 
with those in the decision of the perma~ 
nent court of international justice, as 
the case may be, and may reqfest it to 
apply to the Secretary Géneral of the 
League to constitute a commission; of 
joawie to verify its contention. In this 
case ‘the provisions of Articles 412 413, 
414, 415, 417, and 418 shall apply, and if 
the report of the commission of inquiry 
or the decision of the permanent.court of 
international justice is in favor of the 
defaulting Government, the othe? Gov- 
ernments shall forthwith discontinue the 
measures of an economic character that 
they have. taken against the defaulting 
Government. 


CHAPTER III. 
: General. 

ARTICLE 421.—The members engage 
to apply conventions which they have 
ratified in accordance with the provis- 
fons of this part of the present treaty 
to their colonies, protectorates, and pos- 
sessions which are not fully self gov- 
erning. 

1. Except where, owing to the. local 
conditions, the convention is inappli- 
cable, or 

2. Subject to such modifications as 
may be necessary to adapt the conven- 
tion to local conditions. 

And each of the members shall notify 
to the International’ Labor Office the 
action taken in respect of each of its 
colonies, protectorates, and possessions 
which aré not fully self governing. 

ARTICLE 422. — Amendments to this 
part of the present treaty which are 
adopted by the conference by a majority 
of two-thirds of the votes cast: by the

ARTICLE 423.—Any question of dis- 

pute relating to the interpretation te

has happily reached the conclusion that 
it was possible to acquiesce in it under 
the following conditions and reserva- 
tions: 

1. The neutralized zone of Haute- 
Savoie: 

(A) It will be understood that as long 
as the Federal chambers have not rati- 
fied the agreement come to between the 
two Governments concerning the abro- 
gation of the stipulations in respect of 
the neutralized zone of Savoy nothing 
will be definitely settled, on one side 
or the other, in regard to this subject. 

(B) The assent given by the Swiss 
Government to the abrogation of the 
above-mentioned stipulations presup- 
poses, in conformity with the text adopt- 
ed, the recognition of the guarantees 
formulated in favor of Switzerland by 
the treaties of 1815 and particularly by 
the declaration of 20th November, 1815. 

‘(C) The agreement between the Gov- 
ernments of France and Switzerland for 
the abrogation of the above mentioned 
stipulations will only be considered as 
valid if the treaty of peace contains this 
article in its present wording. In ad- 
dition the parties to the treaty of peace 
should endeavor to obtain the assent of 
the signatory powers of the treaties of 
1815 and of the deG@laration of 20th No- 
vetnber, 1815, which are not signatories 
of the present treaty of pee ce. 

2. Free zone of Haute-Savoie and the 
district of Gex. 

(A) The Federal Council makes the 
most express reservations to the. inter- 
pretation to be given to the statement 
mentioned in the last paragraph of the 
above article for insertion in the treaty 
of. peace, which provides that the stipu- 
lations of the treaties of 1815 and other 
supplementary acts concerning the free 
zones of Haute-Savoie and the Gex dis- 
trict are no longer consistent with the 
present . circumstances, The Federal 
Council would not wish that its accept- 
ance of the above wording should lead 
to the conclusion that it would agree to 
the suppression of a system™intended to 
give neighboring territory the benefit of 
a special régime appropriate to the geo- 
graphical and economical situation and 
which has been well tested. 

In the opinion of the Federal Council 
the question is not the modification of 
the-customs system of the zones as set 
up by the treaties mentioned above, but 
only the regulation in a manner more 
appropriate to the economic conditions 
of the present day the terms of the ex- 
change of goods between the regions in 
question. ~~ 

The Federal Council has been led to 
make the preceding observations by the 
perusal of the draft convention con- 
cerning the future constitution of: the 
zones which was annexed to the note of 
April 26 from the French Goyernment. 
While making the above reserve the 
Federal Council declares its readiness 
to examine in the most frieridly spirit). 
any proposals which. the French Gov- 
ernment may deem it convenient to 
make on the subject. 

(B) It is conceded that the stipulations 
of the treaties of 1815 and other supple- 
mentary acts relative to the free zones 
will remain in force until a new arrange- 
ment is come to between France and 
Switzerland to regulate matters in this 
terpitory. 

ARTICLE 436.—The high contracting 
Parties declare and place on record that

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Winter wheat 
Production is forecast at 893,000,000 
bushels, _ compared with 899,915,000 
bushels forecast last month, making it 
the largest ever grown. Condition of 
Winter wheat was 94.9 per cent. of a 
normal, compared with 100.5 last month, 
and 83.8 last year. 

Spring wheat production is forecast 
at 343,000,000 bushels, compared with 
last year’s production of 359,000;000 
bushels, which was a. record crop. 
Acreage this year is 22,593,000. The 
condition of the crop on June 1 was 
91.2 per cent. of a normal, compared 
with 95.2 a year ago.

STATE WILL SEARCH 
FOR BOMB PI 


Attorney Gineral.. Newton: Will 
Conduct Investigation Here 
Under Statutory Power. 








FLYNN REPORTS PROGRESS 





- 


Chief of Federal Bureau Says. He 
Will Make No Arrests Uniess 
Evidence Is Conclusive. 





More than 300 policemen, in civilian 
clothing, were ordered to duty in var- 
ious parts of the city yesterday: to guard 
against anarchists and other radical 
plots. The men were sent to public 
buildings, neighborhoods in which prom- 
inent men live, Federal and municipal 
buildings, and all other places where 
anarchists might be expected to place 
bombs for the destruction of life and 
property. 

The decision to place extra guards in 
such places was ref@ched yesterday 
morning at a conference in which in- 
spectors, captains, and other officials of 
the Police Department participated. 
Deputy Police Commissioner Lahey pre- 
sided at the conférence, and will direct 
the work of placing the men. Hereto- 
fore the guarding of such places has 
been entrusted to men in uniform. 

William J. Flynn, Chief of the Bureau 
of Investigation of the Department of 
Justice, said last night that the hunt for 
the persons responsible for the attempts 
on the lives of Attorney General Palmer 
and other prominent officials .and citi- 
zens, was progressing as satisfactorily 
as could be expected under the circum- 
stances. Chief Flynn said that no one 
realized more than he the difficulties 
that stand in the way of getting at the 
bottom of the nation-wide conspiracy. 

‘* All that I can say is that the Gov- 
ernment is at work every minute of the 
day,’’ he added, ‘‘and that I feel jus- 
tified in saying that we ‘are making 
good, I might almost ¢1y fine, progress. 
I don’t think there will) be any -arrests 
for some days yet. Weare not going to 
arrest until we get the evidence. If an 
arrest is made you may be certain that 
the Government has evidence connecting 
that person or persons with the crime.”’ 

‘* How about the story from Bessemer 
to the effect that the Chief of Police 
there ‘has found the place where the 
bombs were made, in addition to discov- 
ering other important evidence?’ was a 
question put to Chief Flynn. as 

‘“‘We have looked .up that story,’’ he 
replied, ‘‘ and I regret to say that “from 
what we have learned there appears no 
basis in fact for the story that came out 
of Bessemer. The evidence did not stand 
up under investigation.”’ 

Inspectér Faurot, in charge of the 
police bomb squad, was reported to have 
sent several detectives to Bessemer 
to investigate, with instructions to re- 
port back by telephone. James J. Fin- 
nerty, Chief of Police of Bessemer, was 
the authority for the story that created 
the excitement. He was quoted as stat- 
ing that he had found the place, near 
Bessemer, where the bombs were manu- 
factured, and, further, , that it was from 
that ‘bomb factory **. that the bomb 
throwers had departed for their stations 
of destruction. Each of the plotters, 
he said, carried a suitcase which con- 
tained, ‘in addition to other things, two 
nitroglycerine bombs.. A woman, 58 
years old, was said to have given Chief 
Finnerty his information. 

The police here are said to have evi- 
dence which indicates that the leaders 
of radical groups have issued instruc- 
tions to their followers to destroy or 
hide away all cvidence of .a documentary 
nature, and to see to it that nothing 
incriminating is kept in the_ places 
where these various groups make their 
headquarters. 

It fs also understood that, as a result 
of the conference which Special Assist- 
ant United States Attorney General 
Francis P. Garvan and Chief Flynn had 
on Sunday with Governor Smith and 
Attorney General Newton, that the State 
will take a prominent part in the in- 
vestigation. Under the State law wit- 
nesses can be subpoenaed for examina- 
tion and in the event of their refusal 
to answer or -of testifying falsely they 
can be prosecuted. The State investiga- 
tion, it is reported, will begin itmmedi- 
ately, and will be in charge of Attorney 
General Newton. 


PLAN BOLSHEVIST INQUIRY. 


Chairman of Legislative Committee

Senator Clayton R. Lusk of Cortland 
returned to this city last night from up 
State and held a conference with Attor- 
ney General Charles D. Newton with 
reference to the investigation of Bol- 
shevism by the special joint legislative 
committee of which Senator Lusk is 
Chairman and Attorney General New- 
ton counsel. After the conference it was

Attorney General Newton said that 
the recent bomb outrages in this and 
other cities would not in any way change 
the committee’s course and would not be 
responsible for any further delay that 
might be decided upon at the.conferenre 
today. The committee has a number of 
investigators in the field who will report 
to Chairman Lusk and Attorney General 
Newton today. Upon the character of
